WHAT ARE YOU AT COLLEGE FOR? 

Every Student is at some time or other during his under- 
graduate days confronted with this question. Many of them face 
the problem, but there are those, unfortunately, who do not make 
a decisive answer. Something vital which will perhaps have a 
great bearing upon their after life has gone by undecided. 

We see those every day who worm their way through their 
four or five years, passive to athletics, social life and their aca- 
démie work. One never expects to find them at a smoker, a 
dance, or a basketball match.' Sometimes, they attend lectures 
regularly, but often they do not. After four years they pass 
from University .life without actually being permeated by those 
attributes which are so characteristic of the University-trained 
. — eelf-confidence, sociability, resourcefulness and tact. These 
are not to be got by a mere attendance at lectures but by the 
Mtttinued acquaintance of men, masters of these virtues, which 
are sure to be found in so cosmopolitan an assemblage. These 
are they who have neglected the question. 

Then there are those who become so engrossed in athletics or ^pahi 
the social world that they could not be expected to attend lectures 
save now and then, and an hour's study is a sacrifice. Fortunate- 
ly, the days of these are numbered. They become premature 
graduates generally before the end of two years. Again the very 
reverse of thesé are sometimes to be found. Men who are im- 
permeable to everything to be found outside of a text-book. 
These, tjo, are of this class. 

Lastly there are those, and fortunately they are not in the 
minority, who decide what they are at College for. They take 
time to put an estimate, as it were, on these various aspects of a 
University training. In their curriculum a properly proportion- 
ed space is left for each one. They are the men whose support 
;arries through our social functions, our undergraduate societies 
ind our athletic contests. They graduate from the University 
having received all she has had stored up for them, having better- 
ed their own selves and their Alma Mater as well, because of their 
saving passed through her.

The result has 
I been that the average undergraduate 
has studied as little of It as possible, 
since no one troubled to point out to 
him that our classifications of know- 1 
ledge were purely arbitrary and were i 
all Integral parts of a whole. 

What he needs to acquire, In ad- 
dltion to a remorseless training in | 
thinking and how to use his mind, Is 
more knowledge of things in general— 
a deeper and broader background, in 
other words. To this end specializa- 
tion, except for the technical school 
student, should be kept from him un- 
til it is known whether his mind is 
c of specializing with profit— 
which, In general, Is not true of the 
average mind. You can waste much 
valuable time and cosUy experiments 
In trying to make silk purses out of 
sows' ears. On the other hand, the 
average mind can be trained to think 
— can have its horizon broadened, and 
its interests quickened. Only when 
all departments co-operate for this 
common purpose can the new educa- 
tion come into being. The barriers 
between ibem must be broken down, 
and the work of each department 
planned in reference to what the other 
is teaching. All this controversy 
about what we shall teach^wheiher 
this or that shall be dropped from the 
entrance examinations or from the 
curriculum is beside the point. It 
matters litUe what yotf teach, If the 



student ie thereby taught to think. It 
matters a good deal that he should 
know something about what you are 
trying to do with him and why. It Is 
clear that a system, of education by 
watertight compartments, with each 
department going Its own sweet way 
and teaching Its subject as an example 
of specialization, will be to make 
bricks without straw, or to pile them 
up, when made, without any mortar 
to bind them together. And in the 
last analysis, if we proceed upon the 
common-sense lines of raising our 
standards of classroom thinking and 
of widening our classroom horizons, 
It will not be surprising If Mr. Busi- 
ness .Man shall Begin to note some of 
those "results" be has wanted so 
much.

Justifying their revolt. The people 
everywhere received them enthusiasti- 
cally and endorsed their action by 
public resolutions. The "revolt" fiz- 
zled out, but their lack of Interest in 
and support of the Liberals just then 
were among the determining factors 
I which defeated the Government. 

**Ve now enter the second period of 
! Lloyd George's political career, that 
I Is, from 1S95 till 1906. Returning to 
j Parliament after the elections of 1895 
he round himself In the Opposition 
benches. This only served to bring 
the Parliamentary Free Lance into 
I greater prominence than ever. He 
set himself of deliberate Intent to har- 
ass the Conservative Government, led 
by Mr. Balfour, and took peculiar de- 
light in baiting his one-time Parlia- 
mentary hero and model. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the Colonial Secretary, For 
this part his native talents peculiar- 
ly fitted him. His biting tongue, 
great , power of invective, knowledge 
'of rules' of procedure and^rlcks of 
debate made him more to be feared 
than all else in the Opposition. His 
opposition to the Agricultural Rating 
Act was a remarkable example of 
Parliamentary tactics.' Amendment 
after amendment flowed from him 
with the simple object of delaying the 
progress of the bill, while his speech 
In the second reading debate was 
generally recognized as being the 
most effective of any from the Oppo- 
sition. After repeated all-night' sit- 
tings, and seeing that his opposition 
to the Bill must collapse, he took the 
very daring step of defying the Chair. 
Mr. Chaplin, in charge of the bill, was 
applying the closure In a ruthless de- 
termination to get his bill through.
